The Institution had the honor 
as well as the pleasure of entertain- 
ing the distinguished deaf-mute ol 
Norway, the first of the week, .Mr. 
Lars A. Havstad. He reached 
here direct from Chicago, Sunday 
evening. Superintendent , Jones 
and Principal Patterson met him at 
the depot and brought him out to 
the Institution. He was given an 
impromptu nu'cption in the libra- 
ry, where a numtrer of deaf, some 
of them visitors from out of the 
city, had assemlrled for an evening 
chat. An hour or more was plea- 
santly spent in exchanging greet- 
ings and talk. The next morn in;;, 
Mr. Patterson took him in charg*' 
and showed him through the 
schools and shops. At chapel, he 
a<tdre.s8ed the pupils in writing, 
giving an account of his tr-ip across 
the " big pond " and of his visits to 
schools in the east anil in Chicago 
He considered this, indeed, a gn^at 
u\t»v,'-Hv.»v"'A..A\\* ^H'H>AHi]ti, .for^ the 
are far alien.t i^oth in the work -icl 
comjilished, and the support given 
them try the State governnrent^, of 
those in Europe. Fortunate, in- 
deed, were the deaf of the United 
States, in having such provisions 
made for them. He was very glad 
to have the pleasure of coming over, 
and his receptions evei-ywheie by 
the deaf, and those interested in 
theui, had been royal. He staled 
he was going to Philadelphia, 
Washington and Boston, before i-c- 
crossing the ocean, and asked if lie 
he should be allowed to take our 
greetings Irack to the deaf of Nor- 
way. It is needless to say that 
every hand went up, and empha- 
sized by a clapping. He wrote sev- 
eral words in Norwegian on the slate, 
and then translated them into Eng- 
lish much to the delight of all. 
He also gave the signs for several 
co»»mon wortis. Of course, they 
were different from those used 
here. His address was a treat en- 
joyed by all. 

Later, Principal P.-rtterson drove 
him to several of the State Institu 
tions. At the Penitentiary, Mr 
Havstad had an opportunity of tak- 
ing a seat in tlie elect itrcution 
chair, but did not care to have ihe 
current turntnl on. He expresseii 
admiration for the city and its pub- 
lic in.stitutions, and considered its 
streets the finest paved he had yet 
seen. 

The Gallaudet boys of the Insti 
tution entertained Mr. Havstad al 
dinner at the Neil in the evening, 
Superinteniient Jones tieing one of 
the invit*»d. The alTair took place 
in the t)rdinary of the hotel. 
Plat'Cs were laid foi eight, Mr. 
Havstad having the place of honor, 
with Superintendent Jones on bis 
right and Principal Patter-sou on 
his left. The others present were 
Messrs. McGregor, Gi-eener, Sehory . 
Charles and Zorn. The menu, a 
most excellent one of nihe courses, 
was discvrssed for an hour or more. 
Then followed speech making 
Mr. Patterson o|>ening it with "Orii 
Guest." This he did in his charac- 
teristic manner, ivferring to the fact 
that the Norwegians, not Columbus, 
wore the first to have set fool on 
the American Continent, that his 
friends were real glad to have him 
among them on this occasion. He 
referred to Superintendent Jones at 
the time of his taking charge of the 
Institution and the work he had 
accomplished iu improving the con- 
dition of the Institution and the 
home life of the pupils, and hoped 
Ml.

when I think upon the great achieveiucnts 
of Dr. K. M. Gallaudet and his colaborers. 
He resolved once to show the world that 
the deaf are able to reach the top of human 
ability. And he lias shown it. The deaf 
fulfilled his expectations in the most splen- 
did way. And here are their representa- 
tives and they let nie see, in this city of 
Columbus the shining examples of' the 
Gallandet College.

■ The death of Thomas Gfxlfrey is 
a loss U^ the deaf-mute community 
of the City of Churches. Although 
Mr. G<Mlfrey was aman of but or- 
dinary education, he was ftossesserl 
of a [M-rsonsI ma'znetisrn,a force of 
expression in the language of signs, 
and a continuity of pnrpowi, wliich 
gave him tfrcat jwwer anil influence 
among his fellow deaf-mutes; and 
this power and iiiflDence he never 
abusod. There was no more lo3'al 
and steadfast friend than Thomas 
Gfxlfrcy, there are few who have 
voiced their convictions with raoie 
courage than be, and non" who 
have extended to the iinfortonat,< 
that Christian charity which touches 
lK»th the heart and the pocket, with 
less ostentation and more liberality 
than our friend who has just passed 
away. There was in his make-up 
no pn'de, nor hyijocrisy, nor malice. 
He was frugal, temperate- and in- 
dustrious, and whatever he under- 
took engaged his utmost capacity 
so that it might l>e done well.

and the rest playing some toy in- 
strument, including a large paper 
bass drum on a diminutive actor, 
with the others at a fiddle, a fife, a 
trumpet, and so on. Sousa is ex- 
ceedingly vain and bows to the au- 
dience repeatedly, and aftei start- 
ing his men softly he raises the 
tone till his players are on the jioint 
of collapse, and then with a gracious 
bow to the audience he retires.

miliarity with female wearing ap- 
parel, and in the first act there 
was a deal of laughter on the 
part of the ladies by the way his 
skirt had been carelessly hitched 
in the rear, but they perhaps 
thought it a part of the play. 
If Mr. .fones had a smooth face 
he could impersonate a lady to 
perfection — anil he did, barring that 
he was not a " beaut."

THOMAS GOOFRKY. 



Thomas Godfrey died at his re- 
sidence, G7 Emerson Place, Brook- 
Ij'ii, Thursday evening. May 41h, 
after a rather brief illness, so far 
as confinerniMit is conserned, al- 
though he had been ailing for some 
time with what seems to be jihtlii- 
sis or wasting away of the lungs. 
Ills condition beanie serious two 
weeks ago, since which time he 
kept to the bed till the end cunie. 
The funeral services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Dr. Chamborlian 
Sunday afternoon, a large number 
of his relatives and deaf friend, be- 
ing present, and rniuiy floral pieces 
place<l about the casket. 

Thomas (lodfrey was one of the 
best known and best liked of the 
deaf in New York and Brooklyn. 
He first came into [ironiinence fome 
twenty years aL'o tin ough his con- 
nection with the defunct Ltmler, 
edited by tlie late W. A, Bond, to 
whom he was greatly attached. 
Upon Ihe death of W. A. Bond, he 
married hi i widow, and took the 
children to live with him ; and the 
fiiinily was increased by a new ar- 
rival as a result of this union. 
But this union was finally sun- 
dered by the death of the now Mrs. 
(jlodfrey, from the same cause as 
that of her first husband, and which 
has just taken off Mr. (iwlfrey. 
P'our children survive him, three 
of Mr. Bond, and one of Mr. (toiI- 
frey. 

Mr. (Godfrey was always a true, 
just and fair man, outspoken and 
fearless, and what he thought he 
feared not to express; wlial he be- 
lieved he believed with all his 
heart; he would be converted on 
and suliject only when convinced; 
and whin he stood up for a cause 
or <igainsl a cause, he mIoimI there to 
the end. Once lie uttered a remark, 
111! stool' l»y it, and was a ffiir speci- 
men of Fitz.laiiies'deliiitH e In Kiid- 
erick Dhu: 

" ("ome one, come all, this ror'k Mlmll lly 
From Its firm haw as soon us I." 

He was respeeled by all the deaf, 
and though many regretted the 
liolicy of the IjCtidir, they respect- 
ed the intentions of the editoi and 
Ills subordinates, even though iiiIh- 
guided the.N apjieared. Mr. (4od- 
I'rey was always willing to lend a 
helping hand in any worthy enler- 
prise, his hand delved into his 
pix'kets for the benedl of his nn- 
(■ortnnate biethren, lor the ehureli, 
or for any worthy cause ; and 
wit lull he was a good man in the 
eye of the Lord and was a .strict 
observer of Ihe (ioldeii Rule, and a 
defender of the rights of himself or 
his fellows and placed just ic<> above 
friendship on any (iiid every oc 
casion. If he had enemies, he 
. .iiniiliL.Lhi'.ui-ln^ hiiiint^4iiMLi^ud leuo 
to Ills conscience. Not only a good 
husband ami a good fat/her was he, 
but also an upright man; he was 
and true to his trust in this world 
of (4od's.

A Number of News Items. 



The exerclaes i» observation of 
Arbor Day, Friday, May 6th, were 
moHt appropriately arranured, and 
carried out with the least poHHible 
interruption to the regular school 
routine. 

At one o'clock in the afternoon, 
the pupils and teachers assembled 
in the Chapel, and witnessed an 
address by the Principal on the 
State law which enjoins a proper 
observance of the day in all the 
schools of the State of New York. 
He spoke on the preservation of 
our forests, and the )j;reat influence 
which the niultipliefl production of 
trees have on the material welfare 
of the entire population. Revert- 
ing to the potential influence for 
good which such observance exerts 
upon the hearts and lives of chil- 
dren, he indicated that in |)lanting 
and caring for flowers, shrubs and 
trees, and in protecting the birds, 
children learn from Nature a most 
valued losson, and tluur thou;;hts 
and lives are made i)righter and 
happier. It was, therefore, i>e- 
culiarly ap|)ropriale that the pro- 
gram be so arranged that the little 
ones take the chief part. 

The Principal further announced 
that, owing to (;limati(; conditions, 
it had been found neiuissary to 
plant the trees in advance of the 
da3', and they would l>e formally 
adopted in loving remembrance of 
Mrs. Terry, and Mrs. Allen, iwo 
members ot the Lidies' (Jommitlee 
of the Institution, rec^ently de- 
ceased. 

A (lass of little girls from the 
ICindergarten were then taken to 
the platform and recited orally 
some short sentences about trees, 
plants, and blossoms, holding lh(« 
fruit blos.soms and leaf buds, which 
they des<;ribed, in their hands. 
The jHipils of the first guide recited 
"The l^'inger Play of tluUiarden 
Bed," ninnually, led by Katie 
Christgan. They illustrated tlie 
words with pretty and approi)riale 
gestures, des(M'ibingthe pn^paration 
.of the soil, planting of seeds, and 
the growtli of plants. 

Four little girls from the second 
}rrade described some uses of trees, 
holding the objects, for illustration, 
in their han<]s. A flower game, 
conducted by Edna Hennett, was 
the last exercise. Six little girls 
were chosen to represent flowers in 
a flower bed, and three other little 
ones wer(^ chosen for birds. Kdna 
was the faithful gardener who car- 
ed for the flower bed, watering the 
plants from an imaginary watering 
pot, and describing each action 
during the game, both orally and 
manually. At the close of the 
game, the little ones who repr<»sent- 
ed the birds, spread their imaginary 
wings and flew over to visit the 
the flowers, and the gardener very 
politely offered some of blossoms to 
the audience. 

Upon the conclusion of the ex- 
.ercises, a repnwentative wasselect- 
<ed from each class, and Miss Mont- 
gomery was chosen as the repre- 
isentative of the instructors, and, 
preceded by the flag Imarer, march- 
•ed from the chapel to the school 
building, and thence to a spot near 
the main gate, at which the trees 
Ihad been planted in a line with the 
Fanchertree. They stand at the 
northeast of the main road, in this 
order from the gate : Faiicher Tree, 
Allen Tree, Terry Tree.

Prof. Draper's lecture was very 
interesting, agreeing in every re- 
spect with tlu> purposes of our so- 
ciety, which are purely liti'raiy, a 
fact which some of us seem to oV(>i- 
look sometimes when choosing snb- 
,jects for our programs. He said 
in part that W D. Howells, one of 
iJie grciitesl writers America has 
produced, is quoted iis saying thai 
war is an enemy to liieralure. He 
may have been mi.s(iuoted or only 
in part, but if correctly ciiioied, 
there would seem to be some eiroi 
in his view. 

A necessary and riyrlitcoiis war 
produces noble literal uie ; a selfish 
or sordid war i)roduees either mi 
literature or a selfish and sordid 
lilcraluie. Liteiatnre in a hiirh 
sense, is noti nil that is printed, but 
that whi<h will live. 

War is not parade, but fire, de- 
soliition, disease and death ; it is 
cripples, orj)hans, wido vs, beggsrs; 
it is debt, ta-ves, pensions ; it is de- 
ceit, pillage, violence to home ami 
women — it is <>rime an<i misery ol 
every sort — in short, as a sol.lier 
wrote yesterday from the Philip- 
pines, and lis one of oui greatest 
soldiers has saii!, " war is hell, .-md 
you cannot refine it." 

Now if any nation engages in 
such an evil unnecessarily, or for 
any but the noblest motives, ihe 
h(>art8 of its poets and writers, 
which are sensitive only to high 
and pure motives, eaiuiol respoiui ; 
their sotig are hushed — theii pens 
are laid aside till happier times. 

Bill if ii nation is forced into a 
just alld righl(>ou.s w.ir, the hearts 
of Ihe poets aiul of the writers are 
kindled as much as those of the 
warriors, and they hasten to pour 
them out in deathless verse and 
prose. We need not go beyond 
our own history to show this lrut>. 
History is void of passion and 
partiality ; it writes unpitying 
truth ; — it finds no just cause for 
the 'Mexican War, for example, 
and, accordingly, that war has not 
left a lino of noble literature. 

Again, le.s8 than forty years asro 
tlH> n.Htion was j)liinged in civil 
war. It proved the greatest, blood- 
iest, costliest war the world has 
evtir seen — a war so vast that to-day 
we are paying taxes to the amount 
of between 150 and 200 millions of 
dollars on account of it every year — 
moie than Germany pays for its 
great standing army. In that war 
both sides believed themselves en- 
gaged iji a just and righteous war ; 
but those who sustained the Union 
side were animated by throe p<)W(>r- 
ful and pure motives: (I) that they 
were defending the nation against 
attack, {'-J) that they were striving 
to preserve the nation from dis- 
memberment, and ( 3 ) many, 
though it was not avowed, realized 
that they were fighting against 
human slavery. ,\11 these were 
motives "to touch the dee|) po(>li<' 
heart," and finely it resixnided : 
Ijoweil with the " Bigelow Papers," 
liOngfellow with " t.he Cumberland," 
Whittier with " Barbara Frietchie," 
Head with "Sheridan's Hide," and 
they and a host of others with othei 
prose and verse that will live for- 
ever. Hoti^ he told Ihe story, so 
familiar to us all, of how Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe came to wiite the 
" Battle Hymn of the Republic." 

None of us will be famous in 
war. We may hope that some of 
us will be in literal nn>; we all love 
our country, and we all love litera- 
ture Let us therefore hope that 
our country may never enter upon 
a war save such a war .as our 
writers will be swift to support 
with noble prose, and our poets to 
crown with "immortal verse." 

The debate was a flat fjiihire as 
far as fhe afilrmalive side wiis con- 
cerned. Tlni leailiM' on that sid(> 
only remain<-d on the ])lalform a 
moment or two, and declinetl to re- 
spond at all when his time came, so 
there was nothing for the judg(>s to 
do but give their decision in favor 
of the negative. 

Our bjise-ball t»>am has been 
somewh'it unfortunate th<> past 
week. We lost to the University 
of Maryland, as was expected. 
But the score, fl to 4, gave abun- 



dant satisfaction to every Gallaudet 
student. It demonstrated the fact 
that our tt>am ranks with any of 
the " big ones," for Maryland play- 
ed Georgetown, the undefeated col- 
lege team, a close game the Satur- 
day before, the .score being 15 to 14. 
The Maryland lioys said that if Gal- 
laudet could get a game with 
Georgetown here on our own 
grounds, that we would defeat her, 
l)ul that no team could hope to 
vanquish Georgetown on her own 
giounds. Many people have be- 
gun to suspect the truth of this. 
Georgetown will hardly play Gal- 
laudet this season though. They 
have dates that they might give us, 
but they don't seem very anxious 
to do so. 

The game Wednesday with 
Maryland, . was a lively contest 
from start to finish. The visitors 
got no run until the fifth inning, 
when they got one. Gallaudet 
scored once a home run by Waters 
in the^ second, l)ut not again until 
the eighth, wlien she got one more 
run. Meanwhile Maryland had 
scored three more runs, placing 
her two runs ahead ol Gallaudet. 
'I'lie last inning was the most excit- 
ing part of the game. Maryland 
made two runs in her part of it. 
Gallaudet did likewise, and at one 
lime it looked as if we might win, 
but the faies seemed against us. 
The fea.ures of the game were the 
home runs of W^aters for Gallaudet 
and of Alexander lor Maryland, 
also the long distance l)atting ot 
Maryland, she making three three- 
liase hits and two two-baggers. 
Waters was in the box for Gallau- 
det and upon ilie whole seeiiu'd 
l.elter than his opt>nenl, but Gal- 
laudet, while sill' gt)t one more hit 
thiui Maryland, did not place ihem 
so well or send them so far, and 
iliftt is just how Maryland won.

Although it is quite true that 
hearing j>eople are far more fortu- 
nate than we are, yet for us, it is an 
unspeakably blessed thing to be 
able to enjoy the eloquent beauties 
of nature, and by meansof the eye, 
to hear her speak in her various 
languages. Truly, we have much 
to be jjrateful for, and we would 
rather i>e deaf than be blind. 

In closing, the critic declares 
that every deaf person, " who slurs 
or belittles others of their class, 
whether from motives of jealousy, 
or ' virtuous indiynation,' onght to 
be pilloried at St. Paul when the 
next Ck>nvention of the National 
AssfK-'iation of the Deaf assembles," 
The use of the .word "pilloried," 
to my mind, is a too painfully 
repulsive one. It suggests one of 
the brutal usages in vogue in the 
era of the Thirteen Colonies, and 
in itself the custom was a relic of 
barbarism and thoroughly «lis(iUHt- 
ing to sensitive, sympathetic- 
natures. I do not think such deaf 
as the critic mentions, would be 
benefitted by V)eing subjected to a 
pillory. Rather, do I think they 
need something more in accordance 
with benignant civilization. They 
require a friend of an alfruisti*- 
character, one who knows how to 
soothe others and to fill their hearts 
with encouragement and hope. In 
short, mf>ral sunshine is l)est awak- 
ened by kindly and sympathetjc 
rnensures, rather than such a re- 
pulsive methml as the pillor)', 
which lli'< /•i-IiJc riicritions.
